Strike Force of Small Navy 


Israel Building Up Fleet of Missile Ships 


TEL AVIV. Aug. 5 (Reuters), — 
Israel is steadily building up the 
strike power of its navy and plans 
to have a fleet of 24 missile~arm- 
ed ships within two Fears. 

Israel's Navy is largely home- 
made, from an original French 
pattern. Even its missiles are 
Isreeli-produced, 

Naval officers emphasize that 
“we have no ships—only boats.” 
‘Toe buildup dates from the early 
1960s. 

Tsrael decided to scrap its 
World War If surplus destroyers 
and converted merchantmen after 
Soviet-built Komar ships, equip- 
ped with Styx missiles, joined the 
Egyptian Navy in 1982, followed 
by Osa-class ships in 1966. 

‘The Russians developed the con- 
cept of the small missile ship, 
lengthening the range at which 
Naval battles could be fought. 

Coastline Increased 

Israel's first missile ship. the 
Saar class Miviach, built in 
France, was delivered in 1967, 
some months after the six-day 
war in which Israel’s occupation 
of Arab territory, especially the 
Sinai Peninsula, increased the 
coastline it held by about one- 
third. 

Six of these 240-ton missile 
ships were smuggled out of Cher- 
bourg in defiance of a French 
arms embargo imposed after the 
sin-day war. 

But the French-built ships were 
soon seen as insufficient in num- 


The keel of the first of the 
new Reshef class shins was laid 
in the Hatfa shipyards in 1970. 

One a Month 


Six shins were built and deliv- 
ered in the first series and the 
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victory in every naval eligaze- 
ment in the 1973 war.” 

‘The Gabriel missile aboard the

If enacted, the bill would 
amount to a revolution in con- 
gressional procedures almost com- 
parable te the Budget Reform 
Act that is in full operation this 
year for the first time. That 
reform requires Congress to set, 
and operate within, overall spend- 
ing ceilings each year. 

Enaciment of the “sunset” bill 
by both houses of Congress this 
year is regarded by congressional 
staff experts a5 doubtful but not 
impossible. Hearings on com- 
panion legislation ir the House 
have been conducted by both the 
Rules Committee and the new 
Budget Committee. 

Few Exemptions 

The bili approved yesterday 
would exempt from the automa- 
tic termination, or “sunset,” pro- 
cess only a few insurance-type 
programs, such as Social Security, 
in which individuals contribute to 
a retirement program or other 
benefit. 

Even long-standing “entitle- 
ment” programs such as veterans’ 
combat-related disability benefits 
would be subject to review every 
five years, although there is little 
expectation that cash payments 
now received by individudls would 
be taken away. 

More lkely to be modified or 
possibly ended are some of the 
more than 1,000 government 
grant programs, often operating 
through state and local govern- 
ments, that deliver services of 
various kinds. 

The committee report on the 
bill begins as follows: 

“The purpose of $2925, as 
amended, is to close the gap be- 
tween Congress and the results 
of its legislative work—the actual 
performance and accomplish- 
ments of federal programs paid 
for out of the federal budget.”

While Mr. Kissinger and Mr. Cailaghan 
were conferring in London about the prob- 
lems of southern Africa, South Africans were 
cleaning up after another demonstration 
in Soweto. This was by no means as bad a5 
the violent first explosion there, but it does 
demonstrate that smoothing over the dispute 
about the use of Afrikaans in black schools— 
which triggered the initial outburst—by no 
means reaches the root of black discontent 
in that land. Neither does the black “home- 
land” program—nationhood for restricted 
areas, virtual reservations, where fewer 
than half the blacks of South Africa now 
Ive. 

White South Africa needs black labor; the 
black South Africans need a sounder eco- 
nomic base than the 10 homelands could ever 
provide. And this means, in essence, that 
blacks and whites must live together, share 
and respect one another's cultures, and one 
anatner’s government. It should not be for- 
gotten that a chief cause of the war be~ 
tween Britons and Boers at the turn of 
the century was the treatment of Uitlanders 
(ioreigners} in the Transvaal, the non- 
Afrikaner whites who came in to develop the 
mines and who were taxed, but were con- 
fronted with very high legal nurdles if they 
sought citizenship and the right to vote. To 
encourage development while keeping power 


in Boer hands failed; to maintain and 
strengthen an industrialized and mining 
economy while keeping the power in white 
hands will also fail 

What is true of South Africa 15. even 
more true of Rbodesia, where the white 
roots are shallower. White Rhodesians argue 
that they will open the baliot box to blacks 
as they meet educational and other qualifi- 
cations, and meanwhile give some voice to 
black chiefs. But the whites determine the 
voting qualifications and provide the educa- 
tion. and the chiefs have already lost much 
of their influence; their declme has been 
like that of the Indian princes. 

It is very far from easy to adapt native 
African cultures to thet of a developing 
society, whether the political power is in 
white hands or black. In the United States, 
this difficulty ts still very. evident in the 
position of the Indians, although they are 
not legally confined to reservations, nor de- 
prived of the rights of full citizenship. Cul- 
tures based on hanting, pastoral occupations 
and subsistence farming fit uneasily into 
urbanized and industrialized societies. Color 
differences and discrimination accentuate 
the problem; that this Je being increasingly 
recognized in southern Africa is apparent; 
that anything constructive is being done js 
far less clear, There is, In fact, very Hétle 
light in southern Africa today. 


Tran and U.S. Arms Trade 


President Nixon's decision to arm Iran was 
characteristic of much of his diplomacy. It 
was secretive. Its dismaying applications 
were never debated within the administra- 
tion, let alone in public. It has now left the 
country with an implicit commitment that 
Americans cannot accept—and yet cannot 
easily reject. Condemning this kind of high- 
handed and irresponsibie statecraft is simple 
enough. But working out 2 remedy 15 going 
to be as difficult as it is urgent. 

The dimensions of this dilemma are be- 
coming painfully clear.

If the Shah were to use this equipment in 
war, the United States would be faced with 
a fearful choice. To leave the US. techni- 
cians and experts im place would make the 
United States an active participant in the 
Shah's purposes. But suddenly to withdraw 
technical smpport and resupply would risk 
the destruction of all U.S. relations with 
Iran with obvious consequences for the flow 
of Gulf οἱ on which this comitry is increns~ 
ingly dependent. 

The time to consider this unpleasant 
prospect is before, not after, the Shah hegins 
to use this expensive equipment that the 
United States has sold him. But there is no 
indication that the Ford administration 
has thought about it much, or has any policy 
at all, Perhaps the process of looking for an 
answer will be accelerated by the pubdlica- 
tion last Monday of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee’s staff report on the 
military sales to Iran. The rising danger to 
U.S. interests has been apparent, in general 
terms, for some time. But this report lays 
out the case with a wealth of detail dif- 
ficult to ignors. 

An example: The report notes that -the 
United States has sold Iran weapons that 
include the new F-14 Tomeat fighter and 
the Spruance class destroyer. “The F-14 sys- 
tem is 50 complicated that the U.S. Navy is 
having major difficulty keeping it opera- 
tional; Iran’s Spruance class destroyer wilt 


be even more sophisticated than those being 
procured by the U.S. Navy,” this report ob- 
serves, it then adds: “There is general agree- 
ment among U.S. personnel involved with 
the Iranian programs that it is unlikely that 
Iran could go to war in the next five to 10 
years with its current and prospective in- 
ventory ... without U.S. support on a day- 
to-day basis.” Can Iran count on that sup- 
port? The Shah is entitled to an answer. 
So are U.S. voters, ᾿ 

After a venture in personal diplomacy im 
Tehran in early 1972, Mr. Nixon told his 
subordinates that the Shah was to be 
permitted to buy virtually any weapon short 
of nuclear warheads. Because of the sweep- 
ing and explicit nature of this order, all of

Iran's ability to pay. Bat then came the oil 
revolution. Iran's dil revenues in the year 
of Mr. Nixon's visit were a little over $2 bil- 
lion; by 1974, they were up to $17.4 billion, 
and U.S, arms sales to Iran were up to nearly 
$4 billion a year. But by then the Nixon 
administration, sank deep in the Watergate 
scandals, had no attention to spare for 
marginal matters like arms policy. The lower 
ranks of officialdom here in Washington let 
the sales rush forward, mindlessly and au- 
tomatically.

Saudi Oil Earnings 
Rise 13.7 Per Cent 


BEIRUT. Aug. 5 (AP).—Saudi 
Arabia earned §25.7 billion from 
oll sales in 1975, an increase of 
13.7 per cent over the 922.6 bil- 
lion earned the previous year. 

The Middle East Economic 
Survey. quoting figures issued by 
the Saud! Arabian monetary au- 
thority, reported the rise in in- 
come came despite a production 
drop of 16.6 pér cent from 3.1 bil- 
lion barrels in 1974 to 38 billion 
barrels in 1975,

largest oil-producing countries in 
Boutheast Asia, primarily because 
the far younger state oil compa- 
ny, Petronas of Malaysia, was 
patterned so closely to its neigh- 
bor, Pertamina of Indonesia.

U.S. Bank Buys Basic Industry Stocks 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5 (AP-DJ). 
—Late in 1974, just as the sharp 
market decline that started in 
1973 was bottoming out, the na- 
tion's largest bank trust depart- 
ment began a Massive redirection 
of its investments. 

The money manager was Mor- 
gan Gnaranty Trust, a leading 
exponent of traditional growth 
stocks in the early 1970s, a pe- 
riod in which it shunned basic 
industry stocks. 

What Morgan started a year 
and a half ago Was a reversal 
of investment thrust—heary buy- 
ing of ance-spurned aluminum, 
steel, paper and chemical issues, 
and substantia} selling of erst- 
while growth favorites. Althougl 
ether investors obviously have 
played a role, Morgan is so large 
that the decision, and ite imple- 
mentation, help éxplain why 
basic industry stocks have done 
so well, and growth stocks so 
poorly, in the market advance 
that began in early 1975. 

Action Is Finished 

Tt now appears that Morgan, 
which. manages about $24 billion 
of investments for others, is just 
about where it wants to be in 
terms of basle-industry holdings:

Senate Votes Tax Allowance 
On Firms’ Investment Outlays 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP- 
DJ).—The Senate voted late yes- 
terday to make permanent the 
10-per-cent investment tax credit 
and to give companies an extra 
two percentage points for putting 
ap equal amount into employee 
Stock ownership. 

Extension of the basic credit, 
which allows companies to reduce 
their tax bills by 10 per cent of 
the cost of their equipment pur- 
chases, was never in doubt, Al- 
though the credit is due to drop 
to 7 per cent Dec. 31, the House, 
too, has voted to continue it at 
10. per cent, but only through 
1980. The 10-per-cent credit saves 
business $9.5 billiom a year in 
taxes, 

Giving companies a 12-per-cent 
investment tax credit for putting 
an amount equal to the extra 
two percentage points into an 
employee stock ownership plan, 
or ESOP, was highiy controversial, 
however, Current law permits an 
extra one percentage point ff an 
equal @mount of stock goes into 
an ESOP.

Herbal Cigarettes and Teas 
Said to Alter Mental States 


Gaictse {AP-DJ1.—Herbal 
cigarettes. teas and capsules 
are belng widely consumed by 
young Americans as “legal highs" 
these days. But the alternatives 
to illegal drugs are giving some 
people a “bad trip.” 

The uupleasant mental and 
physical reactions were described 
by psychopharmacciogist Ronald 
EK. Siegel in a ‘eport in this 
week's Journal of the American 
Medical Association. The 2580- 
ciate research psychologist at the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles’ Schoo! of Medicine said 
the growing popularity of herbal 
cigarettes and teas reflects 8 
search for unrestricted. mind- 
altering drugs as well as interest 
im natural foods and herbal 
medicines. “Some of these 
products work better than mari- 
juana." Mr. Siegel said in an 
interview. 

Indeed, Mr. Siegel found that 
of 192 distinct herbs commercially 
availeble as smoking substances, 
nearly half contain plants with 
known “psychoactive,” or mind- 
altering effects. “The use of 
these smoking substances has 


House Votes

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (4P1.— 
Yhe Kennedy Cenier for the Per- 
forming Arts has become one of 
the world’s most successful cul- 
tural centers—-but the roof leaks.

‘The psychopharmacologist ana- 
lyzed samples of the cigarettes 
and discovered that thorn apple, 
one of the ingredients, which is 
botanically cailed Datura stra- 
monium, contains phearmacolog- 
ical agents known as atropine 
and scopolamine. ‘They act a5 
sedative agents and are found in 
certain popular cold and sleep- 
inducing medications. 

No Warnings 

But unlike the medications, the 
herbal cigarettes don't carry 
warnings about possible side ef- 
fects from the two pharma- 
ecological ingredients, ‘Yet, these 
drugs are potent enough that 
they should have some warnings, 
and they should come under 
some control,” Mr, Siegel urged. 
He added that he has received 
reports about intoxication reac- 
tions to herbal cigarettes and 
teas from hospitals in New York, 
Chicago, San ‘Francisco and 
Seattle. 

“ the products were proper- 
ly marked ‘Datura, stramonium 
eliminated from these products,’ 
that would be sufficient (protec~ 
tion).” he said, “I really don't 
want to esacalate this into 
another LSD scare. By and 
large, these are mild drugs.” 

Neither the Food and Drug 
Administration mor the Drug 
Enforcement Administration has 
the authority to correct the po- 
tential abuse situation, officials 
in Washington said, The cige- 
rettes aren't being promoted as 
drugs, an FDA spokesman ex- 
plained, And atropine and sco- 
polamine aren't controlled sub- 
stances under the Federal Con- 
trolled Substances Act, accord- 
ing to a Drug Enforcement 
Administration official, —

" Mr. Siegel also said that the 
396 distinct herbs and spices 
commercially available as herbal 
tea cause fewer or less severe 
psychoactive effects, His anal- 
ysis determined that just 43 of
